The Dunn County Agricultural So- 
ciety opened its 36th annual fair 
Tuesday, Sept. 16 and will continue 
until Sept. 19. This fair is heralded 
as the most elaborate, finest and 
most complete one ever held in the 
county. Frank Pierce is president 
of the scciety and J. D. Miller is sec- 
retary of the society. 

Besides the usual “unusual” dis- 
play of livestock, veg2table, cuiin- 
ary and farm products, there are 
special features advertised. The most 
spectacular feature is the historical 
pageant of Dunn County. There are 
four epochs beginning with the Indian 
life, early pioneers, the Civil war and 
finally the world war. Between 
epochs is symbolic costume dancing 
which emphasizes the beauty of the 
pageant. Music. and songs charac- 
teristic of the times is featured under 
the direction of Paul E. Gregg. The 
cast, consisting of 400 people, is of 
local talent and has been trained by 
Miss Nelle Lcuise Jewell, of the 
Thurston Management, Inc., Chicago. 

Another feature is the concert 
given each afternoon by the Luding- 
ton Guard Band.

Now, because the students 
are required to read literature of this 
sort, they form the habit of reading 


this kind and it is hard for them to” 


read in other lines. Ifthes 
would only think for 
they are going to the Stout Institute, 
they would perceive that some of 
their reading could come under tech- 
nical heads. True, there are plenty 


of. reference ‘ reading assignments, 
but of an entirely different viewpoint. 


. The person preparing ‘to go out and’ 


teach Industrial Arts should be eager 
to grasp every bit of information re- 
garding. his or her special work, that 
it is possible to get. Books being 
read purely for the purpose of broad- 
ening the person’s knowledge of lit- 
erature are required, and for the op- 
tional books most of the students read 
the first good novel they come to with 
a good, live sounding name. 

The students of the Stout Institute 
are being taught every day that the 


‘children they expect eo teach must be 


taught how to use their leisure time 
to the best advantage. How can these 
students, future teachers, teach their 
pupils how to use the leisure time 
they have upon their hands when the 
teachers themselves do not know how 
to use it to the best advantage? 


When the Contemporary Literature © 


student gets his required books re- 
ported he might get a book containing 
a littie Industrial tang; something 
with both a literary and an indus- 
trial viewpoint. The student who 
reads the reference books almost: al- 
ways finds them dry to a certain ex- 
tent. If, with this “dry,” reading 
matter, some “wet” or interesting 
story form reading matter were add- 
ec. the reading would be much more 
interesting. The student would soon 
develop a taste for reading that 
would be of some material benefit to 
him in his profession. He would want 
to rea! something enlightening in his 
leisure time instead of burying him- 
self in a fairy tale-ef some sort so 
often. Not that this fantastie sort of 
reading is to be condemmed alto- 

gether; for a little now and then is 
ie for the people. 

It is time now for the students to 
begin to direct their own reading so 
that when they get away from the 
gentle, guiding hand of the Contem- 
porary Literature teacher, they ‘can 
select their own reading to the best 
advantage and also so that.they can 
direct their students’ reading, in re- 
ferences and other types.

French pension. In the Band Box, 
those long tables seated the thirty- 
three eager guests who had promised 
at least to sample every dish set be- 
for them. 

On each table were decorations of 
giadiolas which, however, paled into 
insignificance beside the big baskets 
of French bread and the tall bottles 
filled to the brim with—grape juice. 
Around and around the table went the 
bottles, accompanied as always in 
France, by the tempering carafe of 
water, and with each of the courses

the bread baskets went up and down: 


the tables. The girls had been coach- 
ed-on French customs. ‘There was a 
gay dash and bustle, very différent 
from the silent efficiency of our Amer- 


ican manner, and a continued clatter ' 


of heavy dinner plates, for each guest 
had ten placed before her. -Where 
they all came. from was a mystery 
until one waitress whispered, 
washing them’ all the time!’ 
waste in plates was more than 
up by the economy in silver, 
guest endeavoring to keep her 
and fork clean in true French stWe. 
At intervals the bread-baskets we 
refilled. A girl carrying along crusty 
loaf and a huge knife stood near the 
basket and sawed off inch thick slabs 
of bread sufficient for the coming 
gourse. Almost nothing was, served 
in the kitchen, but each guest helped 
herself as she wished from steaming 
tureens and salad bowls. 

The menu was typical of an average 
French dinner, served at night. The 
first course was hors-d’oeuvres, some 
ten kinds of relishes and, appetizers. 
Great dismay was caused by the fact 
that the first appearance of butter as 
hors-d’oeuvres was also its farewell. 
Unless a guest was clever enough to 
“park” a supply sufficient to last 
through the meal, she did without. 
Course two was, of course, soup, Po- 
tage; course three was glorified spin- 
ach, Legumes; course four was a veal 
stew containing carrots and mush- 
rooms Ragout; course: five was a 
Salade in which liver sausage mas- 


ueraded as Pate’ de fois gras; 
course six, Fromage, was three 
cheeses, Roquefort, Camenbert, and 
Creme; course seven was Fruits, 


apples, peaches, pears, which prepar- 
ed the way for Deserte, in this case 
delicious French'pastry. Cafe au, lait 
was served last, which is hot coffee 
and hot milk mixed to suit the taste 
of the guest. 

In spite of the fact that Miss Bou- 
ghton announced at the end of the 
meal, “Well, between the bread and 
water we‘ve done right well,” and 
Miss McCalmont called frantically 
for a laboratory hood when the cheese 
came around, and Miss Klein felt 
“rather heavy”, there were no cas- 
ualties.

HOME MECHANICS INSTRUCTOR

Mr. F. E. Tustison, Instructor of 
Science and Home Mechanics, at Stout 
Institute, has developed job sheets for 
Home Mechanics courses. Home 
Mechanics, which has been carried on 
successfully at Stout for the last year 
is conducted on the general shop 
principle, and is being adopted in 
many schools to-day, because of its 
real practical value. These sheets 
are now used in schools in Milwaukee, 
West Allis, and in Cincinnati, Ohio. 
They are also being used in girls’ 
classes at Lake Crystal High Sehool, 
Minnesota. 

The method of instruction in cer- 
tain courses does nét enable every in- 
dividual to receive special instruction 
in each problem, and as a'result these 
job sheets were prepared making it 
much easier to satisfactorily instruct 
students in varied problems.

MODERN UP-TO-DATE EQUIP- 
MENT INTALLED-IN ELEC- 
TRICAL LABORATORY 


The entire Electrical Laboratory and 
Recitation Rooms are being rear- 


ranged to accommodate the new , 


equipment which is being installed 
by the -Electrical II & III classes. 
These classes are also rewiring all 
the rooms on the second and third 
floors of the I. A. Building. The Phy- 
sics Lab. will be wired for A, Cc. & 
D. C. power. 

The work finished up necdabe is 
the rearrangement of the Electricai 
Lab; the old frames for panel exer- 
cises have been torn up; as well as 
the frames for house wiring, and the 
two have been combined into a sort 
of a two-story booth effect. The bot- 
tom frame is made to imitate stud- 
ding of a first floor, with joist ani 
and flooring laid for the second floor 
and. studs rest on this and run up to 
the top plate. The booths are board- 
ed up on one side and shelf installed 
in each, It takes care of all panel 


work. The open "padi and joist 
will be used-for practice of -house—- 


wiring. Steps have been built to 
enable one to gét to the top section 


‘of the booth. 


This. arrangement wilt accommodate 
more students and takes up far less 
room than the previous one. 

A set of drawers have been put in 
the tool room to take eare of supplies 
and apparatus. 

The mechanical equipment to be 
installed will bea motor generator 
set designed especially for education- 
al purposes. With this outfit the 
following combinations can be ob- 
tained:

The atmosphere of the play was 
particularly interesting. The char- 
acters were ordinary people, not % 
bit “high brow,”-nor were they com- 
monplace. The play had real style 
and literary merit, clever lines, and 
a humorous appeal.- The audience 
was kept interested and smiling. 

The cast took their parts so well 
and were so excellently fitted to their 
parts that no “star” seemed in the 
ascendent. The contrast between th2 
three men and three women in re- 
gard to physique, manner, and per- 
sonality was unusually well done. 

As is always true of a Manual 
Arts Play, not only the people who 
acted the parts made it a success, 
but much credit is due the coach, 
Miss Klejn, the people behind the 
scenes, business manager, Arthur 
Sours, those who planned the stage 
settings, Veona Thompson and Sybil 
Lind, and the chairman of the costume 
committee, Emma_ Griesse.

probably be-two sections in spelling. 


As thé number that are still retained 
in these groups we may note the 
following figures which are approx- 
imately correct: Spelling, thirty peo- 
ple retained, Grammer, thirty-nine, 
Punctuation, twenty. 

These tests were complied from 
errors made by: students in the var- 
ious classes, and were véry common 
mistakes. Great leniency was shown 
as for instance in the grammar tests 
where ten mistakes were allowable 
and yet a 100% rating giver. 

Such tests may ‘serve several pur- 
poses. . For one thing, a student is 
made to feel the importance of a 
knowledge of English, if he is to be- 
come a teacher. No matter where 
he may teach, nor what kind of work, 
whether Woodwork, Forging, Diete- 
tics, or some other line of work, his 
English. must be at his command. 
It must be his tool in “putting 
across” his subject. Make it serve 
its purpose to the best advantage.

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HANDWRITING 
“Many judgments are passed on 
handwriting, such as: it shows your 
character, your personality, your 


ability, ete. No doubt it does to a 
certain extent and there are reasons 
that it should. One of the big rea- 
sons is that our handwriting training 
begins and is carried on thru the 
same environment which molds our 
character into what it is and will be. 
The home training figures largely in 
this. 

When we begin to learn to wriie 
we take our time, in fact we are 
urged to write slowly, because if we 
do not write slowly at first and av 
the job right our handwriting will 
be poor thruout our lives. After u 
long period of training, we. become 
quite proficient in handwriting and 
it is readable to anyone. 

Now comes the thing which will 
spoil our writing no matter how 
firmly we have good writing rooted 
in our system; namely schooling and 
dictation mostly. One example of 
this is as follows: 

Johnny goes to school in the morn-

ing and teacher says, “Get out your 


pencil and paper and take this poem _ 


down”. Instantly the boys and girts 
make a dive for the necessary mater- 
ials thinking. “Gee! If we don’t hurry 
we'll miss this first sentence”, be- 
eanse at previous dictaticns teacher 
has said, “Get this. the first time 
because I want repeat it’. Wouidn’t 
that cause any kid to break his neck 
getting his pencil and paper out of 
his desk? Then the teacher starts 
all the Johnnies and Marys brace 
their toes against the desk, shove 
their tongues a little way out at one 
corner of their mouths, get a firm 
grip on the pencil and write. 

That is called, “taking dictation” or 
“writing”; it should be called a crime, 
for right there is the beginning of the 
degeneration of our _ handwriting. 
Who can write decently with the fear 
of missing a word or sentence hover- 
ing over his head? No ‘one can. Then 
the teacher says, glancing over a 
sheet of paper in our hand, “My, but 
you’re a terrible writer!” 
little slower dictation and a little 
repetition if necessary would make a 
decided difference in penmanship. 
Hdéw about it, is this one of your ex- 
periences too?

FORGETTING 

“I forgot it,” rather a blunt state- 
ment; yet how often we use it or hear 
it from others. If asked to state it 
differently, we would probably ex- 
plain that we knew facts in question, 
but that our memory pee now fails 
us, 

Psycology teaches us that memory 
is a faculty of the mind enabling us 
to retain, reproduce and recognize 
past experiences. The second and 
third factors in memory depend upon 
the first, retention which, in turn has 
two prominent conditional factors, 
attention and repetition. There must 
be attention resulting in complicate 
modifications of brain cells befére 
there can be anything worthwhile to 
repeat. ; 

Coming:back to our “failing mem- 
ory” and applying it, for instance, to 
dry facts in a history lesson, let us 
see what. we “forgot.” Probably the 
topie assigned was uninteresting to 
begin with. By uninteresting I mean 
here that there was nothing in the 
headlines or in the oral assignment 
that especially appealed .to our cur- 
iosity because of its novelty or fam- 
iliavity. Involuntary attention thus 
excluded, it would have been neces- 
sary to muster the will power and 
apply voluntary attention; a_ thing 
not so easily accomplished amid nu- 
merous inhibiting forees. Without 
this concentrated effort on our part 
we might read the assigned lesson 
onee, twice, or more times, this pro- 
cess having the effect of a brass 
punch on tempered steel: no impres- 
sion is made; there is nothing to be 
retained, consequently — nothing to 
forget. 

Psychologists’ have given us well- 


others, less less_ technically inclined, have 


“defined “theories” of “memory _ “aid; 


formulated Mnemonics as helpful 
aids against forgetting; | “but. as far _ 
as we are concerned in this instance, 
we may pass up all these and obtain 
valuable aid by instituting a degree 
of system in the preparation of our 
lessons where more or less dry-fact 
information is corcerned. 

The next time a difficult assign- 
ment presents. itself, tackle it in 
something like the following manner: 
read it through with the idea of dis- 
covering the general topic, much as 
we glance at a picture and decide 
whether it represents a portrait or 
landscape; with a second reading se- 
lect points about which the rest of 
the topic seems to center; organize 
this analysis by arranging it on 
paper in outline form. ‘This last pro- 
cess may call for a third reading. 

By the above method of procedure 
enough voluntary attention has nec- 
essarily been exerted to insure at 
least something for retention and re- 
production. We now have something 
to forget in the true sense of the 
word, but the odds are in our favor, 
and we may retain something even 
unto the mid-year exams. .

of Revolutionary relics to motion pictures, 
when D. W. Griffith went to Boston with 150 
members of his staff and players to photograph 
the incidents of the early war on the actual 
sites for ‘‘America,"” which comes to the 
Orpheum Theater January 22, 23, and 24. 

By arrangement with several of the histor- 
ical societies, including in particular the Lex- 
ington Historical Society, the weapons, drums, 
costumes, vehicles, etc., used during the war 
were used in action. It is the first time these 
articles have ever been shown to the world 
through motion pictures. 

Battle scenes were taken on the famous 
Lexington Common, where the historic ‘“‘shot 
heard round the world’ was fired. Buck- 
man’s Tavern and the Adams house where 
John Hancock and John Adams were sleep- 
ing on the night the British came were used 
as settings. 

The action under Griffith’s direction con- 
tinued along the road to Concord, where the 
battle of the bridge was fought. Griffith's 
intention that all scenes should be taken on 
actual sites excepting where improvements 
prohibit, was carried out at a tremendous 
expense.

(A Letter From Andy Melby) 


January 16, 1925. 
Dear Mr. Hague, 


I sailed from New York on Wed- 
nesday, December 31. From Wednes- 
day until Friday evening we were in 
a very bad storm.

FORD BRINGS BACK MEMORIES 
OF STOUT AND MENOMONIE . 


(Continuation of: A. Melby’s letter) 


St. Thomas is the most beautiful 
place I have ever seen or ever hope 
to see. Beginning at the harbor the 


city spreads out on the side of a hill. 


( IT should say hills ). The buildings 
are made of colored stone and con- 


crete. The roofs are either of red - 


tin or of gray tin. So many colors 
against the green back-ground offer 
a very striking picture. 

There are about sixty three hun- 
dred negroes and about four hundred 
whites in the city. You can see al! 
types of colored people; everythiny 
from the excellent business man ts 
the half man and half ape. 

Now for the schools. The Hign 
School is made up of three small 
buildings. One is a two-room wooden 
shack and the other two are four an.l 
five room two-story buildings. 
to my surprise I found classes in 
mechanical drawing and woodwork. 

The High School students also take 
a little agriculture work. They have 
a large garden and a good number of 
chickens with which they are experi- 
menting with. 

I have been given two adjoinin:z 
rooms, 15 by 21, and 15 by 15 for a 
Printing Shop and also a fairly gouil 
amount of equipment. I am going 
to use the larger room for the shop 
and the smaller for a recitation room. 
We have just finished putting in-a 
concrete bed for the press and the 
motor . 

I’ll be teaching two classes of 
Printing each afternoon. In the 
morning I’ll teach English . Instead 
of teaching the 7th, 8th, and 9th 
grades, I have been changed to-teach 
the 9th, 10th, and 11th grades.

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LINCOLN 
There is every cause for consola- 
tion to the modern youth, who some- 
times feels he is handicapped, in the 
life narrative of the great American 
whose birthday we commemorate this 
week. The year 1809 saw the birth 
of many notable personages among 
whom we count Poe, Fitz-Gerald, 
Tennyson, and Holmes as noted po- 
ets; Mendelssohn and Chopin famous 
masters in music; Charles Darwin, 
whose theories have influenced every 
department of ~modern thought; 
Ewart Gladstone, England’s “Grand 
Old Man;” and our own Abraham 
Lincoln, the truest representative oi 
an ideal American. 
- Born amid savages and wild beasts 
in the tangled forests of Kentucky, 
there. was nothing singular about the 
coming of Lincoln, except, perhaps, 
its simplicity. Certainly he could 
not claim a lineage from ancestry to 
contribute to his fame.  Lincoln’s 
ancestors were of the common strain 
which is after all the only genuinely 
great strain in human blood. Abra- 
> 


ham’s father was Thomas Lincoln, 


a carpenter by trade. He was not 


at all a prominent man even in his 


simple surroundings. His book learn- 


ing was limited to the ability to 


translate his own name and to write 
it himself if he tried. We are told 
that he did not write it often, prob- 
ably because the occassion did not 
demand it, and because it hurt his 
tongue. Thomas. Lincoln married 
Nancy. Hanks, a delicate, sensitive 
young woman, and it was from her 
that Abe inherited that gentleness 
of spirit, the true source of his great- 
ness.- Two children were born tv 
Thomas and Nancy Lincoln. The first 
died, but the second was tough and 
vigorous. In honor of his grandfather 
he was named Abraham. Abe was not 
handsome as a child, and seemed to 
take on the homliness of his environ- 
ment as he grew up. Common is the 
term that expresses both his appear- 
ance and his life. He was.the common 
looking son of common parents. His. 
very commeness made him great. It 
is not strange that he learned -to love 
the people of his owneclass. Lincoln 
knew the common people because he 
had himself borne their sorrows and 
carried their griefs. He knew all 
the hardships of the pioneers. He 
grew to manhood without knowing 
the comforts of a bed. He had mast- 
ered mathematics wihout the aid of 
pencil or paper, using instead, a 
charred stick on the back of a wood- 
en fire shovel. He had learned to 
read and became acquainted with 
standard. literature when the privi- 
lege of even using a book meant 
sevéral days of strenuous labor. He 
had run errands through. the snow 
carrying a hot potato to keep his 
hands warm. He had later clerked 
in a country store, tried the hard- 
ships of a wilderness surveyor, work- 
ed on a Mississippi flat boat, studied 
law during odd moments, entered 
politics where he shared both defeat 


and victory; and when he finally . 


came to the White House he refusec 
to scorn or cast aside the mauners of 
his bringing up; but remained what 
he had always been, the honest, clear- 
eyed, hard-headed, unaffected, .sym- 
pathetic, fearless son of the frontier. 

We reverence the memory of Lin- 
coln for the simple modesty with 
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which he bore. = for his manly 
faith in himself, the people, and in 


God in’times of threats, disaster, and 


misunderstanding; _ for his absolute 

sincerity of purpose in doing his .du- 

ty as he saw it; and for his honesty, 

sympathy, and his. gentleness,

Tuesday morning at the regular ~ 
meeting of the student. body, Miss 
Kugle introduced to us Mrs. Gertrude 
Hasbrouck, a representative of the 
State Board of Health at Madison, 
who talked to us on the installation 
of a new course of study for girls in 
all schools which-would educate girls 
on the subject of motherhood. 

She gave statistics: which showed 
that more babies had died in the 
U_ S. during a certain length of time 


‘than men had died’ and been. killed 


in the World War. This, she stated, 
was due to no other fact than that 
the mothers of America were edu- 
cated in every other line éxcpt We 
of motherhood. 

She urged that schools adopt this 
course of study, beginning it in the 
sixth, seventh. or eighth grades in 
order that girls may in the future be 
well fitted to assume their duties of 
motherhood.

Grammatical errors so common in 
written and spoken English are due 


to carelessness rather than ignorance 


on the part of the user. Especially 
is this true on the part of college 
people, who in the majority of cases 
have had four years of high school 
English beyond the gammar grades. 
The correct use of verb tenses and 
the forms of nouns and pronouns is 
stressed in all English courses, but 
their erroneous use is still very com- 
mon among college students. Habits 
of eorreet grammar require no great- 
er effort to practice than incorrect 
ones, if once developed. A little fore- 
thought and diligent practice is all 
that is required to overcome careless 
habits of grammar. Errors in writ- 
ten composition often tend to convey 
the wrong meaning. In verbal dis- 
course, the grammatical errors are 
not so likely to cause misinterpreta- 
tion, but in either case it reveals ig- 
norance or carelessness on the part 
of the user.

You exert yourself to the utmost, and when 
you are through you really feel satisfied with 
yourself. Along comes the knocker and begins 
to hammer away without mercy. He meagni- 
fies your shortcomings until you cannot escape 
seeing them yourself. Despite: your best ef- 
forts to bear up, you are likely to become de- 
tected and discouraged. The joy-killer moves 
on, and leaves you alone with your troubles. 

The sound critic would have met the same 
situation quite differently. Aware of your 
human trait of sensitiveness, he would have 
4rst pointed out your merits, and then ventured 
his constructive criticisms with sufficient tact 
to make you see your. faults without need- 
lessly discouraging you in “making further at- 
tempts. 

Any fool can be a knocker; only a critic can 
truly criticise.

CREATIVE PERSONAEITY 
CAPTIVATES AUDIENGE 


MAY V. DUNN PRESENTS STRIKING EX- 
AMPLE OF PERSONALITY 


Monday evening, March 22, Miss 
May V. Dunn of the Superior State 
Normal School presented to a large 
and appreciative audience in the 
Auditorium, her lecture on Creative 
Personality. Miss Dunn is herself 
the exponent of her creed. Her 
voice, her personality itself, as well 
as the sound psychology which she 
expounded combined to convince the 
audience that it is possible to “cre- 
ate a personality’. 

Miss Dunn began her talk by 
saying that “As we think in our 
hearts, so are we. As we sow, so 
shall we reap’. If we don’t like 
the production we must realize that 
the responsibility of the finished 
product is our own. The person- 
ality question involves the traits of 
tact, understanding, sympathy, coop- 
eration, and purpose. 
PERSONALITY IS UNFOLDMENT 

Personality is a matter of unfold- 
ment. We have within ourselves, 
all the qualities that constitute per- 
sonality. It is the outward expres- 
sion of the inner life. Our thoughts 
and feelings show themselves, “I am 
a Soul. I have a body which is the 
outward expression of that Soul.” 
The body should be a healthy one. 
Everyone should strive for health 
because health is attractive. And 
a healthy person is a “radiant” per- 
son. Some simple but fundamental 
laws of health are the greatest 
tools for building this healthy body. 
First, one should drink plenty of 
water, a least eight glasses a day. 
Breathe deeply with the thought 
that air gives life and “when I 
breathe deeply I am breathing life.” 
Exercise is essential and a purpose- 
walk practicing correct carriage is 
as good a form of exercise as any. 
“Walk magnetically, drink mag- 
netically, breathe magnetically, and 
think magnetically.” 

Rest, too, is an underlying princi- 
ple of good health. Go about your 
work with very little friction and 
stain. “Lean reek in quiet on your- 
self. Let down—let go!” “In quiet 
and in confidence is my strength.” 
The man of power is the one who 
can master himself. Until you have 
learned to control yourself, you are 
wasting the strength of your per- 
sonality. To summarize, you need 
the right foods, health, rest, and 
sleep, calm, and control, the ability 
to master the things of life. You 
should cultivate poise, carriage, and 


bearing. Every spine should be 
straight. Lift your chest! Raise 
your body! As you carry your 


body, so people feel towards you. 
People depend upon clothes to cre- 
ate the effect. Don’t Bring it 
from the inside, out. Dress for your 
part. Make dress a tool. 

INNER LIFE MUST DEVELOP 

The most important part of per- 
sonality building is the development 
of the interior life along the lines 
of thinking and feeling. Feeling is 
a tremendous possession. Believe 
in life and have a purposefulness of 
feeling. 

The inside life has two parts, 
positive and negative. The positive 
part consists of love, generosity, 
harmony, and courage, The oppo- 
site of these, are negative. The 
negative includes also, the “inferi- 
ority complex,” worry and fear. 

To develop the “inside life,” re- 
alize that you have everything for 
for creating a personality. Claim 
these. They are for you. Realize 
that they are yours. Use them! Be 
sure to use them for only at this 
point do things carry over. List 
you failings and start right away

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THE MONEY VALUE OF EDUCATION 

Several years ago the United States Bureau 
of Education compiled figures on the compara- 
tive earning capacity of large numbers of men 
of varying grades of education and estimated 
that every day in school was worth $9.00 to 
the boy who continued his education. 

This year Dean Lord of Boston University 
has made an independent study of the effect 
of education on average incomes at different 
ages and on total life earnings. He puts the 
life earnings of the college graduate at $72,000 
more than the similar earnings of a graduate 
of high school only. -His flgures are based on 
reports of the Massuchusetts Department of 
Labor and on his own university. 

It is interesting to note how this works out. 
As he describes the situation, the UNTRAIN- 
ED MAN goes to work as a boy of fourteen, 
reaches maximum income at thirty on the av- 
erage of less than $1,200 a year. Since his 
income is largely dependent on _ physical 
strength and manual dexterity, it falls off at 
fifty or earlier, to a point below the level of 
self-support. More than 60 per cent out of 
every 100 untrained untrained workers are de- 
pendent upon others for support at the age of 
sixty. The total earnings of the untrained 
man are about $45,000. Not more than $2,000 
is earned in the four years that would have 
given him a high school education. 

The high school graduate goes to work at 
eighteen, passes the maximum of the untrained 
man within seven years, rises steadily to his 
own maximum of aproximately $2,200 at forty, 
and continues at that level for the remainder 
of his active life. His total earnings from 
eighteen to- sixty are about $78,000. The 
$33,000 more than that earned by the untrain- 
ed man represents the cash value of a four 
year high school course. . 


The college or technical school graduate be- 
gins his permanent earnings at twenty-two al- 
though a considerable amount may be earned 
during the college course. By the time he is 
twenty-eight, his income equals that of the 
high school graduate at forty, and it continues 
steadily to rise, practically without a break. 
Since his income is dependent upon his mental 
ability and training, constantly improved by 
practice, it increases instead of diminishes with 
the years. The average of $6,000 at sixty is 
often surpassed. Total earnings from twenty- 
two to sixty amount to $150,000 or $72,000 
more than that earned by the high school 
graduate.

To be sure, a need for new words does 
arise frequently and the need must be supplied

It is unfortunate that this practice is seem- 
ingly meeting with greater favor from time to 
time. Why not discourage the use of slang as 
persistently as we do other incorrect and un- 
grammatical forms of English? The Sunday 
papers are at present devoting a separate sect- 
ion to “Fables in Slang” “Essays in Slanguage,’ 
and similar topics, because such presentation 
is evidently popular with the majority of the 
thousands of Americaius who enjoy the Sunday 
editions regularly. As a source of entertain- 
ment there is nothing harmful in the indul- 
gence in such literature, but it is doubtful if it 
adds to a paper’s educational value..

GLOTHING V CLASS ARRANGES 
LARGE EXHIBIT OF REALSLACE 


Ancient Hand-made Pieces of Great 
Interest 


A great many people enjoyed the 
exhibit of real laces shown in the 
Home Economics Building during 
the week of Manch 16. The col- 
lection was obtained from the Am- 
erican Federation of Arts and con- 
sisted of several hundred pieces of 
lace, old and modern, showing char- 
acteristic types of design or work- 
manship of many lands and periods. 
There were some very rare and ex- 
quisitely beautiful pieces, others of 
the peasant type which were much 
coarser and rather crude in designs. 
The girls in Clothing V had charge 
of the arranging of the exhibit. 
They divided the laces into four 
groups. First—The earliest forms 
of laces, the drawn work, cut work, 
and darned net. Second — The 
needle point laces. Third—The bob= 
bin laces. Fourth—The Irish cro- 
cheted laces, knitted laces, the em- 
broideries, etc. To supplement the 
laces they had pictures, copies of 
old masters, which showed the use 
of lace in costume, and a number of 
books on real laces. 


At 11:30 on Monday and Wednes- 
day of the week, members of the 
Clothing V girls gave talks explain- 
ing the gradual development of the 
lace industry. They pointed out the 
processes involved in the making 
of the earlier laces which were fore- 
runners of the needle point proper, 
the needle point -and the bobbin 
laces, and the main characteristics 
of the various Italian, French, and 
Flemish laces, which help in their 
identification. 

It is from these old hand made 
laces that the present day manu- 
facturers of lace get ideas and in- 
spiration for background mesh and 
pattern for the machine-made laces 
so much in vogue at the present 
time.

. Despite the many creative geniuses of mod- 
ern times, we owe much to past heritage,— 
possibly more than we can hope to bequeath to 
posterity.

We 
cannot fail to notice the difference between the 
two kinds of toys, for such they seem at first,— 
how the little cubes when tossed about always 
come to rest face up and stay where they are 
placed, while the little spheres, smooth and 
polished, may be handled with more comfort, 
but are always unstable and inclined to roll 
away out of reach at the slightest disturbance. 

A little later, when we have had the time and 
supposedly have sufficient judgment to choose 
for ourselves, one set of these “toys” is taken 
away, while the other—the object of our own 
choice—must become a tool of lifelong utility 
for good or bad. 

The above parable might help us to construe 
literally “Truth Hurts.” If we were about to be 
made the victim of an ancient stoning punish- 
ment.and were granted the privilege of choos- 
ing the missles, we would not hesitate in se- 
lecting smooth round missles in preference to 
eight-cornered cubes.

CONCERNING LITHOGRAPHY 
Printing from prepared stones has been 
known since 1793, when the art was employed 
by Senefelder. The stone employed is called 
a lithograph stone, and is a fine-grained stone 


Gf a very porous nature. 


Before the war practically all lithograph 
stones came. from Bavaria, as the variety 
quarried there is of the best quality and of the 
most practical color, a light gray. 

These limestones absorb grease and water 
rapidly; therefore, if a line is drawn on a 
prepared stone with an ink containing a grease 
this line can be taken away only by removing 
the surface to the depth to which the grease 
has penetrated. If water is now placed on the 
stone, it will remain only on parts not cover- 
ed. by grease. When a roller carrying a greasy 
ink is passed over the stone the ink will cover 
only the greased portions, and the parts that 
are wet will not take up the ink. Therefore, a 
piece of paper pressed against the stone will 
Yeceive an impression in ink from the lines 
@rawn only. On these principles depend litho- 
graphy, the process being extremely usable in 
the printers art.

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FINAL MEETING OF METALURGY- 
CLUB OF EDUCATIONAL NATURE 


Treweek reports_on-The Romance 
of |Steel 


The last regular meeting of the 
Metalurgy Club was held Wednes- 
day in the club rooms when all old 
business of the year was cleared up. 
Most of the discussion was made on 
the picnic which is to be held at 
Riverside Park next Wednesday at 
4:30. According to the members of 
the refreshment committee, a real 
feed is planned and all the members 
plus lady friends are assured a good 
time. Besides the eats other events 
will take place so that the picnicers 
will also be able to exercise the rest 
of their bodies as well as their jaws 

The discussion for the evening 
was carried on by Gilbert Treweek 
who reported on the subject, The 
Romance of Steel. He made a re- 
view of the manufacture of iron and 
steel for forging and the methods 
of forging, from the primitive ham- 
mer to the present day steam ham- 
mer and press. No attempt to cover 
the various stages of tool steel de- 
velopment, heat treatment or pyro- 
metry since these are large fields 
of study in themselves. 

“The ability to make forgings in 
the early days meant power. Thus 
we find that axles of chariots or 
wagons, knives, and arms were first 
made. The Babylonian name for 
iron meant stone from Heaven 
which showed that the origin of 
iron was metioric. 

It is believed .that the three old- 
est pieces of wrought iron in exis- 
tence are: a sickle blade found un- 
der a sphinx, a blade of a sword 
probably 5000 years old found in a 
pyramid, and a wedge shaped piece 
of iron which is now in a British 
museum and was supposed to have 
been found as early as 8238 years 
nies 

In Asia Minor, about 2000 B.C., 
inland from Tray and the Aegean 
world, a group of people called the 
Hiltites lived who started to make 
utensils of iron in place of bronze. 
The Assyrians in 750 B.C. had an 
arsenal which contained 200 tons of 
iron war implements. 

Methods which were employed in 
melting the metal is not known but 
bellows were constructed for forges 
upon which a man jumped to supply 
the blast. Early blacksmiths gave 
no information for it seemed that 
all trades were kept secret. The 
first mention of smiths is made in 
the Bible when it spoke of Cain be- 
ing an instructor in brass and iron. 
Hence we may trace back the train- 
ing of trades men from the family 
method, thru the guild method, 
thru the domestic method, our pre-

The pillar is 25 feet high 
and 16 inches in diameter and made 
up of pieces of wrought iron about 
80 Ib in weight. These were welded 
together. 

The iron industry had a revival 
about in the 6th century when the 
Moors became the masters in Spain. 

They developed a furnace about 
10 feet high, 2 feet in diameter at 
the top and 5 feet in diameter at 
the bottom. Blast was supplied by a 
man operated bellows at the front. 
The blast furnace later developed 
in Germany in the 15th century 
and with this the first cannon ball. 
The first mechanical aid for bellows 
was in power from water wheels. 

Charcoal was used for fuel until 
the 17th century when, because of 
the rapid consumption of wood, this 
was forbidden. Dudley first used pit 
or sea coal and was granted a pa- 
tent by King James. 

Tron was first discovered in the 
United States by some expeditions 
of Walter Raleighs crew in the Car-

The introduction of the reverber-_ 
atory furnace in 1766 and the pudd- 
ling process in 1784 gave the iren 
industry a decided advance. About 
the same time the tilt hammer was 
used in forging heavy pieces of iron 
but as the industry progressed, the 
limitations of this hammer became 
evident. A vertical hammer was 
then made, the weight of which was 
raised by a gang of men and allow- 
ed to fall. 

The first steam hammer was pat- 
ented in 1784'by James Watt. Very 
few hammers were made under this 
patent because of some minor de- 
fects of the machine.

MISS ALICE BRADLEY, AUTHOR,

' Mis Alice Bradley, Principal of 
Miss Farmers School of Cookery 
gave a fine treat in the form of a 
demonstration to the students and 
faculty of the Household Arts De 
partment on Monday of this week. 

Miss Bradley was born in Brad- 
ford Massachusetts, and has lived 
in New England practically all her 
life. She was graduated from the 
Boston Cooking School, of which 
Miss Fannie Merritt Farmer was 
Principal, in 1907. 

She taught in Ottawa, Ontario, 
and Montreal, Canada; was for 
three years a dietitian in a large 
hospital; and then for ten years was 
associated with Miss Farmer at 
Miss Farmer’s School of Cookery. 
She then spent two years teaching 
in New York City. For three Sum- 
mers she had charge of cooking for 
a large summer camp. After Miss 
Farmer’s death in 1915, she became 
the Principal of Miss Farmer’s 
School of Cookery and the owner of 
the School. 


The aim of this school is to afford 
such instruction. in the art and 
science of cookery and the technique 
of housekeeping as will enable the 
pupils to make practical use of 
this knowledge in their own homes 
or professionally. The courses are

New Filter for Pool Pool is Installed 
—Red Cross Life Saving Course 
To Be Introduced 


Swiming has a new interest for 
the students this summer. This in- 
terest is due to several reasons. 
The one is that the water in the 
swiming pool is filtered, giving the 
water the appearance of clear 
spring water. 

The filter in use is a large double 
filter and consists of two large 
tanks through which the water pas- 
ses and is purified. These tanks 
are placed just at the bottom of the 
stairs in the basement of the In- 
dustrial Arts Building. 

Swimming has also taken on a 
new interest probably because of 
the fact that a Life Saving Course 
is taught in connection with the 
swimming classes. This course is 
not compulsory, but it given to 
those who desire it. 

To pass the National Red Cross 
Life Saving Course is to win one of 
the highest distinctions in the swim- 
ming world. 

The requirements one must pass 
are: Breaking six different holds of 
drowning people;. five methods of 
carrying a tired: swimmer; two 
methods of rescustitation; diving 
down and bringing a 20 pound 
weight to the surface. 

_ Mr. Miller and Miss Jacobson in- 
struct the interested men and wom- 
en in these requirements through- 
out the sumer. In the last week of 
summer school National inspectors 
are present to give the tests.

closed. A lathe has been added to 
this shop so as to do away with the 
buying of most of tne parts used 
in the construction 
sets that each student is expected 
to make for himself. The necessary 
apparatus for assembling receiving 


sets has been added to the stock of 
equipment. 

In the print shop, a new cylinder 
press has been installed and an ad- 
ditional platen press purchased 
riaking three platen presses in ad- 
dition to the cylinder press. This 
equipment is used in connection 
with the new course in school pub- 
lications offered this summer. This 
course offers both school publica- 
tions organization and practical 
work. gs 5 6 : 

In the jauto mechanics depart- 
ment |/on the second floor of the 
fades building a change is being 
made this summer. The ceiling will 
be sealed with beaver board, rear- 
ranging Auto Mechanics III which 
deals with electrical work, includ- 
ing starting, lighting and ignition. 
A new stock and tool room has 
been built in the northwest corner 
of this department, and in addition 
this room will serve as an office. 

In the (eabinat shop the new 
equipment added are: Wallace band 
saw, bench jointer, bench planer 
and each machine is equipped with 
individual motors, and new hand 
tools have been added to the list 
on hand, a hygro-autometer used 
to find the relative humidity and 
dew point, miter clamp, two box 
trucks and two table trucks. A few 
other changes will be made which 
will not be in use until later on in 
the summer or fall session. _ 

In the /upholstery courses which 
operate in the summer only and is 
planned for teachers of woodwork 
in high schools and _ vocational 
schools and the equipment, tools 
and materials for upholstering has 
been aded so as to handle a lass 
of fifteen men. The equipment and 
materials is used in making of sev- 
eral exercises which give practice 
in many of the upholstering opera- 
tions and processes. : 

The [electrical department \has in 
addition three new 5KVA-A. C. 440 
to 110 volt transformer, one AHI- 
15KVA-A. C. current generator 
which is mounted on a movable 
rack, This type AHI machine is 
a standard educational laboratory, 
and made by the General Electric 
Co. for use in educational institu- 
tions. This machine may be run 
either as a generator, synchronous 
motor, squirrel cage conduction 
motor or frequency changer. The 
machine is run as an alternating 
current generator. It can be used 
as a single, two, three, six, and 
twelve phaze current. One type FT 
five horse-power 220 volt 3 phase 
conductor motor complete with mag- 
netic switch has also been added to 
the equipment. Other equipment

Mr. Simon, who is supervisor of 
pprenticeship for Wisconsin, pre- 
ented the text of the apprentice- 
hip law and discussed its applica- 
ion, particularly in Milwaukee. 
Apprenticeship training has made 
onderful advances during the last 
ew years according to Mr. Simon. 
fhe big problem confronting the 
ystem today is to keep up the en- 
husiasm so that the indentured ap- 
entice sticks to his agreement and 
ishes his contract: the solution. 
les mostly with the employer, who 
iow realizes that he must offer a 
ufficient inducement to hold the in- 
erest of his apprentices during the 
ntire period of training. Milwaukee 
ffers a good example of a highly 
leveloped system: the employers 
d the boys to the vocational school 
0 attend regular apprenticeship 
lasses and pay them apprentice- 
hip wages. 
The Fox River Valley system in- 
licates how a group of smaller cities 
get together and hire an itiner- 
nt ‘instructor. This man travels 
rom city to city, meeting groups 
f apprentices in each. Federal aid

So far the resyits seem 
‘. indieate that none of tne hean 
du ts are very satis*actory as all of 
tie rats on specia! (jie) made much 
snoiler gains saan the control. One 
or vwo even lost in weight. 

AS interesting experiment per 
fura.ed some tia aga showed the 
bal effects af 4 «tet of bread, but- 
ier and eoffee. Miss Bisbey said 
that this was not an uncommon diet 
for children axons many foreign 
fimilies. From her studies of vun- 
ceynourished chiJ'ven she learned 
tliat many of them had a noon lunch 
0° this sort, The classes’ experiment 
with the rats showed that such a 
diet would result in a_ stunted 
growth. The rats’ bodies were cu- 
riously shortened giving evidence of 
poor bone develapment, while their 
coats lacked the gloss of the better 
fed animals, 

An eyen moe setae! diet on- 
sisting of bread and butter with 
meat and potatoes was also proved 
deficient. The rats fed upon this 
sroup of foods developed rickets in 
a short time.

Racine was handicapped by lack 
of room when the city first started 
to put its school on a running basis. 
It was up to Mr. Nelson to solve 
the many problems of administra- 
tion which presented themselves to 
him and the other members of the 
board. Among other problems was 
that of establishing night schools 
for those who wished to avail them- 
selves of the privilege without giv- 
ing up their working time. 

By 1917 the schools were in such 
a flourishing condition that new 
buildings were being contemplated.

Burton Edsal Nelson was born in 
1867 near Bedford, Pennsylvania,, 
which is a beautiful city near the 
head waters of the Juanita river 
among the Alleghannies. 

His parents were both of English 
descent. His great-great-grand- 
father came over to this country in 
1773, early enough to serve as a 
musician in the army of George 
Washington. His father was a man 
of considerable ability and with an 
excellent standing in his communi- 
ty. While he had expected to be- 
come a tailor in his youth, the work 
did not suit him, so he turned to 
another line of work, becoming a 
miller and studying during his leis- 
ure time until he was admitted to 
the bar.

John J. O’Brien, known as “Gold- 
leaf Jack” and “Overland Jack”, al- 
though forty years old, claims that 
he feels not one day older than 
sixteen. His home is at Great Falls 
Montana. From here he makes 
journeys that sometimes take sev- 
eral years. He has completed eight 
trips from coast to coast, six trips 
from gulf to gulf, and one trip 
around the world. During his ca- 
reer of steeple-jack he has worked 
on twenty-two capitols and on the 

sshington Monument 


In 1910 Jack O’brien was mus- 
tered out of service after having 
made the naval Asiatic cruise on 
board the U.S.S. Maryland together 
with such notables as Fighting Bob 
Evens, Admirals Dewey, Schley, 
and Sampson. From New York he 
proceeded to Salt Lake City, where 
he joined the famous “Gold-Leaf 
dike” Wood. His first job, which 
marked the beginning of a peerless 
career, was a 306 foot steeple in 
Hay City, Kansas. The Bank of 


Italy, San Francisco and the 460 
foot flag-staff of Oakland City 
Hall were his next conquests. After 
a short jaunt into Alaska, which 
proved to be too cold, Jack per- 
formed some work on the Cathe- 
dral of St. Hohn at Portland, Ore- 
gon. 

Salt Lake City again drew Jack’s 
restless spirit. In 1912 he and a 
partner spent a week gilding the 
angel on a Mormon Temple, a $10, 
000 job. The next worthwhile job 
was the Gold Leaf Dome, at Den- 
ver. 


During 1913 the “sky artist” 
worked in New York, on the high- 
est buildings on the Atlantic coast. 
Chief among these were the Singer, 
World, Metropolitan, Woolworth, 
and St. Paul buildings. He also 
spent some time in New England. 

In 1915 this adventurous man 
landed in Mexico City. The Mex- 
ican Cathedral, built by the Span- 
ish architect, Signor Lagriza, oc- 
cupied Jack’s attention for 27 days, 
to the tune of $100 a day. Monte- 
rey, the highest and most beauti- 
ful city in Mexico, netted his party 
of four a total of $40,000. 

Coming back to the United 
States, he proceeded through Phoe- 
nix, Los Angelés, and Cheyenne. He 
circled through southern Canada to 
Halifax, and back to New York. 
From here he started his world 
tour, spending no little time in the 
northern half of the eastern hemi- 
spere. One of the important places 
visited was the River Shannon, in 
Ireland. Coming back by way of 
Australia and Hawaii, he again 
sought Salt Lake City. 

At his favorite place he met 
Jack Dempsey, with whom he tra- 
velled through Utah, Idaho, and 
Montana. He was with Dempsey 
when that luminary fought at 
Butte in 1916. The two were known 
as little Jack and big Jack while 
they were together. 

Jack’s biggest job was in Mont- 
real, where two of his party of 
five were killed. He lost three part- 
ners in ten years. The third ome, 
Oklahoma Bobby, dropped 410 feet 
in Clarkdale, Arizona. Disastrous 
investments in mines and oil-wells 
have caused him to lose most of 
his fabled earnings. He owns some 
land in Montana and Arizona. 

From here Jack is going to St. 
Cloud, Minnesota and on up to 
Canada. His winter will be spent in 
ease at Chandler, Arizona. His 
motto is, “Plenty of Rest....No

Organization Smacks Of Politic: 


There isn’t a single regular ses- 
sion student who does not know 
them as well as he knows the initi- 
als D.A.K. and C.A.B, You all know 
that D. A. K. stands for Miss 
Kugel and C, A. B. is Mr. Bowman. 
Miss Kugel and Mr. Bowman stand 
for our S. S. A., the Stout Student 
Association, of which we are justly 
proud. 


The S. S. A. is as its name im- 
plies a student organization of 
which every student is a member. 
The staff consists of a president, 
vice-president, secretary, and treas- 
urer voted into office by ballot cast 
by legally qualified voters. Hach 
student who has paid his fees and 
association dues is a legally quali- 
fied voter. The S. S. A. election is 
just as important a day to Stout 
Institute as is the state election or 
the national election to Wisconsin. 

There is much work for the offici- 
als to do: several thousand dollars 
to handle, a dozen or so dances to 
promote, picnics, lectures, lyceum 
course, and numerous other activi- 
ties connected with school life 
which‘are sponsored by the S. S., A. 
Therefore these officials about to be 
elected must be competent, able 
bodied, broad-minded, and well- 
liked in order to carry out all their 
duties, 


Excitement runs high from the 
time it is announced in assembly 
that the time has come to choose 
candidates for these offices. Peti- 
tions begin to circulate bearing the 
names of the candidates and are 
signed by those in favor of them 
for president, vice-president, secre- 


tary, or treasurer. Regular election 
eering begins. Small cards begin ti 
circulate after the petition has beer 
granted by the faculty advisors 
Sometimes these cards bear the 
platform of the candidates. 


Soon election day comes. The

Booths, clerks, and 
all the necessary officials for state 
elections are there. Each voter is 
checked off as he comes in to cast 
his ballot.

At 
this meeting dates are planned for 
the following year for Friday and 
Saturday evenings, also regular 
weekly or monthly meeting times 
for each.

Arrangements having been made 
beforehand, guides were ready to 
conduct the boys at the following 
places: The Johnson Electrotype 
ompany, Bureau of Engraving, 

e Monasch Company, The Gopher 

velope Company, and The Minn- 
papolis Tribune. 

The Johnson Electrotype Com- 
pany specialize in flat and curved 
plectrotypes and nickeltypes. Wax 
moulds are made from type forms 
sent in by commercial printers 
While lea moulds are made from 
sopper halftones. These molds are 
pressed in hydraulic and motor 
driven machines under pressures as 
nigh as two thousand tons. The 
molds are covered with carbon and 
oated with copper by electrolysis. 
he copper shell is backed with 
bype metal, carefully leveled, mount- 
ed and trimmed. This place was 
eluctantly left by the first group. 

The Bureau of Engraving, altho 
undergoing a remodeling process, 
provided much new material on mod- 
2m printing and engraving espec- 
ally the Ben Day process of making 
polor plates. This plant is one of the 
foremost of its kind in America. 


The process of stone engraving | 
was closely watched at the Monasch 
ompany, a concern doing very fine 
work in offset lithography. Brightly 
oloved Christmas seals and cards 
vere being run through the com- 
plicated Harris press by the thou- 
sands.

DO WOMEN FAVOR A NINE 
WEEK SUMMER~ 
SESSIONS 


Somebody somehow, in fact many 
people, have acquired the idea that 
there has been a falling off of regis- 
tration among the women wen this 
and last summer. Accorung to 
the administration this is: mot the 
ease. In fact, it is the reverse. 


There has been a larger enroll- 


session. It is true, of course, that 
the enrollment is not so great as it 
was at the time of the shorter 
leneth course. — 


There are various reasons which 
seem very logical why women do 
not like this term of nine weeks. 
They do not like it for three very 
good reasons. First, they have not 
the physical endurance that the 
men have. Second, they have a 
greater variety of responsibilities 
to hold their. attention during the 
summer months. Most women 
teachers, especially Home Econom- 
ics teachers, mend their own clothes 
and many make their yearly supply 


during the summer Men never do 


that so they have time for summer 
school. Then, besides her own mend- 
ing and sewing there ismuch which 
she feels she can do to lighten her 
mother’s home tasks during the 
summer. Naturally she feels this 
responsibility because that is one 
thing she has preached throughout 
the previous year in her teaching. 

The third and last reason, with 
which the men probably will not 
agree is that the women work much 
harder during the school year than 
do the men. No teacher in any 
department .is called upon so often, 
or for such a variety of work as the 
Home Economics teacher. She must 
be ready with a dozen suggestions 
perhaps a dozen hours of her time, 
for all kinds of projects and activi- 
ties both in school and outside. 

Summing up then, the women who 
do not need the credits do not come 
to the nine week term. They have 
not the physical endurance, they 
have responsibilities during the 
summer months; and lastly they 
have worked harder*than the men 
and they need the rest.
